To the School Board of Surry: 


I herein submit my third annual report as superintendent 
of your schools. 

Horace Mann said: ‘‘ Whatever ground of confidence there 
may be for the perpetuation of our civil and religious liber- 
ties; whatever prospect of the elevation of our posterity ; what- 
ever faith in the general christianization of the world—these 
aspirations and this faith depend upon teachers, more than 
upon any, more than upon all other human instrumentalities 
united.’’ 

Whether we accept this statement in its entirety or not, 
we can not deny the fact that millions of children now have 
a better chance in life because of the work of Horace Mann. 

Our democracy is surer, our ideas of living and of serving 
are higher because of his leadership.

It is our sad duty to chronicle the death of Miss Winchester 
near the close of the school year. 

Miss Winchester, a graduate of Fitchburg Normal School, 
had devoted her entire life to teaching. She was efficient in 
instruction and always alert to the best interests of the chil- 
dren in her charge. She had taught this school for several 
vears and received the highest respect of pupils and parents. 
Not only will her personality be missed in this little school but 
the State of New Hampshire has lost a strong teacher and a 
food. woman. 
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At the beginning of the present year, due to the uncertain- 
ty of pupils throughout the year, the school has been placed 
under the instruction of cadet teachers from Keene Normal 
under the guidance of Miss Farnum, the eritie teacher, the 
system is proving successful. Miss Marshall and Miss Brooks 
were very satisfactory. 


CHANGE IN HIGH SCHOOL TUITION LAW 


The last legislature made a radical change in high school 
tuition. That all may become familiar with its basic princi- 
ples, I herein insert an excerpt of the law: Chapter 120, Section 
26. 

‘Any district not maintaining a high school or school of 
corresponding grade shall pay for the tuition of any child who 
with parents or guardians resides in said district and who at- 
tends high school or academy in another district in this state, 
and the parent or guardian of such child shall notify the school 
board of the district in which he resides of the high school or 
academy which he has determined to attend, provided, how- 
ever, except as in section 21, that no district shall be liable for 
tuition of a child in any school, in excess of the average cost 
per child of instruction for the regularly employed teachers of 
that school or of all the public high schools of the,state, and 
the cost of text books, supplies and apparatus during the school 
year preceding, and in senior high school work only.’’ 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the eo- 
operation of teachers and.parents and support given me by the 
members of the school board.
